Wrigley Field and the Cubs had their birthday 

cake, and no one ate it. 

The 400 -pound “Cake Boss”-created birth- 
day cake forWrigley’s centennial was a spectacle 
at Wednesday’s celebration. Now it’s has been 
hauled away with a forklift to a dumpster. 

A Reddit user by the name of CheweysDin- 
gleberrys (heh) posted a series of photos Thurs- 
day of the massive cake looking as sad as Cubs 
fans walking out of Wrigley Field on Wednesday 

“I have the task of disposing of the 400 -pound 
Cubs cake,” he wrote as the title of the post, not- 
ing that he was waiting for a forklift. 

It almost looks as though the tiny fans made 
of icing staged an adorably sad riot to protest the 


Cubs last-minute loss to the Arizona Diamond- 
backs. Downed lights and passed out, frosted 
fans litter the outfield in what’s left of the cake. 

Julian Green, the Cubs vice president of 
communication and community affairs, said in 
a statement the cake was sent to the Field Mu- 
seum for a charity event, but the decision was 
made not to serve the edible portion over con- 
cerns that it was not refrigerated most of the 
day 

“The Chicago Cubs are disappointed in how 
our Wrigley Field display cake was disposed by 
the Field Museum following our successful char- 
ity event,” he said in the statement. “Though the 
cake was mostly made up of non-edible mate- 
rial, it certainly does not excuse how a celebra- 


tory cake artfully created by Buddy Valastro and 
Carlo’s Bakery was handled.” 

The Field Museum had a response of its own. 

“We value our relationship with the Chicago 
Cubs,” said Nancy O’Shea, Public Relations Di- 
rector at the Field Museum. “We regret what 
happened and are taking steps to assure that 
nothing like it happens again.” 

Other users’ comments on the Reddit story 
noted the seemingly appropriate and ironic 
demise of the confection. It appears as though 
some of the cake hasn’t been eaten. 

“Spend money on a cake and then don’t eat 
it,” user urbaneyezcom noted. “This is an inad- 
vertent but apt description on the state of the 
franchise.”

Historic canonizations 
bring joy, controversy 


VATICAN CITY Two giants of Roman Catholi- 
cism in the 20th century will become saints 
Sunday at an unprecedented twin canoniza- 
tion that has aroused both joy and controver- 
sy in the 1.2 billion member Church. 

Pope John XXIII, who reigned from 1958 
to 1963 and called the modernizing Second 
Vatican Council, and Pope John Paul II, who 
reigned for nearly 27 years before his death in 
2005 and whose trips around the world made 
him the most visible pope in history, will be 
declared saints by Pope Francis. 

While John died half a century ago, crit- 
ics any [ficcaixuiixntaxn cifjcihn Piui — which 
sets a record for ro-hde-m times of only nine

Make that foam. And 
plastic. And spray paint. 
Kyle Mathis is ready 
for C2E2 cosplay event

By day Kyle Mathis is a mild-mannered Edge- 
water resident, going about his daily duties at 
Arda Wigs on the North Side. But that won’t 
be the case this weekend at the Chicago Com- 
ic and Entertainment Expo, where Mathis, 28, 
will suit up as Big Daddy Subject Delta from 
“BioShock 2” for the convention’s inaugural 
Crown Championships of Cosplay 

While this is C2E2’s first time handing out 
awards for cosplay— or costume play— this is 
hardly Mathis’ first time competing. He’s won 
Best in Show awards for his portrayal of “Tri- 
gun” main man Vash the Stampede and “Night- 
mare Before Christmas” hero Jack Skellington, 
citing the latter as one of the creations he’s 
most proud of. 

“I actually have really good balance in stilts,” 
said Mathis, who added that he stands 
about 8 feet tall when fully out- 
fitted as the Tim Burton skel- 
eton. “So that was part of 
why I decided to do that 
one, with the really lanky- 
looking extended arms 
and legs.” 

Big Daddy is his other 
magnum opus— and it’s 
easy to see why Mathis 
started working the pas 
summer on its massive shoes, 
motorized drill and old-school, 
deep-sea-diver-like bodysuit, adding 
and refining pieces just days ahead of this 
weekend’s competition. Thick foam pads out 
Mathis’ figure, and once he’s fully transformed 
himself into the character, he estimates that 
he’s grown to a height of 8 or 9 feet. The cos- 
tume is so intricate that Mathis can’t put it on 
by himself— his wife, Malinda, 26, has to help 
him strap on his mechanized creation. 

“Last year, all of my co-workers were re-

ally excited about the 
new ‘{BioShock} In- 
finite,’ ” he said. “They 
were telling me about 
it, so then I played it and I 
loved it and I decided I wanted 
to add this costume to my list.” Those 
co-workers also will be in “Bioshock” costume, 
including Malinda, dressed as Big Sister. But 
that group won’t be competing— they’re hop- 
ing to see Mathis in a moment of glory 

He’ll take the stage alongside 37 other 
competitors from across the country includ- 
ing Daenerys Targaryen (Kathleen O’Brien 
of Philadelphia), Frankenberry 2.0 (Michael 


Wong of Fairfield, Ohio) and Mathis’ friend 
and fellow Chicagoan, Brian Beech, who’s 
dressing as Atlas from the video game “Portal.” 
“It’s this robot thing, it’s rigged like a puppet 
on him,” Mathis said. “He’s almost done with 
it; it’s looking really good.” 

The cosplayers are vying for the 
$5,000 grand prize— or $2,500 or $1,000 
for second and third places, respectively— in 
front of celebrity judges including Yaya Han 
from “Heroes of Cosplay,” “Project Runway 
All-Stars” designer Austin Scarlett and Ash- 
ley Eckstein of “Star Wars: The Clone Wars.” 
But Mathis says he’s most excited about the 
pure spirit of competition. 


“Even if I don’t win, I’m looking forward 
to seeing all the different entrants and hope- 
fully shaking hands with a few of them, swap 
notes, see the crowds,” he said. 

And what about the notion that dressing 
up in elaborate costumes is just for a bunch 
of adult nerds? 

“I guess it’s just a lot bigger than people as- 
sume it is,” Mathis said. “It’s becoming very 
mainstream. A lot of well-known cosplayers 
are just not necessarily crazy craftsmen like 
me, they just look good in a costume. It’s kind 
of like acting and modeling, it’s just coming 
up like that now You see people everywhere.”

Boy meets C2E2 


Rider Strong was at a 
crossroads with “Boy 
Meets World” not 
that long ago. 

The 34-year-old ac- 
tor and director best 
known for playing 
Shawn Hunter, the 
floppy-haired best 
friend of “Boy Meets 
World” protagonist 
Cory Matthews, 
could keep the ABC 
sitcom in his past, 
as he had been doing, and continue to try to 
prove himself behind the camera. Another op- 
tion was to embrace the sudden nostalgia that 
had developed for a show that ended in 2000 
and is being brought back this year on Disney 
Channel as “Girl Meets World.” 

Strong chose a third option: Find a balance. 
On Saturday Strong will take part in “The 
Thrilling Adventure Hour” at the Merle 
Reskin Theatre, which he describes as “an 
old-time radio show” with “actors on stage in 
suits reading a script and sound effects and 
live music.” He will appear Saturday and Sun- 
day at the C2E2 convention at McCormick 
Place, on behalf of “The Thrilling Adventure 
Hour.” Here, Strong talks about how he found 
peace with the “Boy Meets World” revival and 
his experience directing an episode of “Girl 
Meets World.” 

Have you ever taken part in an autograph 
signing at a comic book convention? 

No, this will be my first time showing up at a 
signing. My brother and I made a film, “The 
Dungeon Master,” and took that to Comic- 
Con’s film festival and Dragon Con, but I’ve 
only done panels. I’m very curious what that 
will be like. 

Knowing the comic book convention demo- 
graphic, do you think the attendees will be 
more interested in your horror films or “Boy 
Meets World”? 

Probably “Boy Meets World,” just because it’s 
back in the news with “Girl Meets World” and 
Samuel L. Jackson performing a “Boy Meets 
World” poem on “Jimmy Fallon” {earlier this 
month}. 

How many horror films have you done? 

Probably six or seven. It’s all because I did 
“Cabin Fever.” Filmmakers watch horror films 
like “Cabin Fever” and then want to emulate 
them: “Rider Strong— get him.” I kept getting 
offers to be in horror films. I love horror, but I 



definitely had to stop. I kind of stopped acting 
in general. There’s a period in your early 20s as 
an actor where there aren’t a whole lot of roles 
there for you — especially when you look like 
a teenager. For women, it’s different. I looked 
like a teenager until five years ago. I didn’t 
want to be in teenage, high school stuff. There 
weren’t a whole lot of options. 

Ben Savage and Danielle Fishel will reprise 
their “Boy Meets World” roles on “Girl 
Meets World”— were you invited to join the 
cast as well? 

They asked me to be a guest star on the show, 
which I did do. I think they know I wouldn’t 
be a regular. Everyone knows I’m moving 
away from acting. They know I’m more in- 
terested in coming back to direct an episode 
than play Shawn Hunter. At this point I only 
want to act in stuff that’s very different. I’ve 
already played Shawn on “Boy Meets World.” 
I want to do something I haven’t done be- 
fore, as fun as it is to be on set. 

What has Shawn been up to since we last 
saw him? 

I’m not giving that away That’s a major 
spoiler. People have to tune in. It’s a holiday 
episode that will air around Thanksgiving.

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Beef up your culinary 
vocabulary before dining 
at Tete Charcuterie

FOR REDEYE 

The chef duo behind the new West Loop res- 
taurant Tete Charcuterie— Thomas Rice (Jean 
Georges in Newark City, Alain Ducasse’s Le 
Louis XV in Monte Carlo, Monaco) and Kurt 
Guzowski (Landmark)— don’t pay much mind 
to that saying about too many cooks spoiling the 
broth. They nudge each other to make excellent 
charcuterie (prepared meats) daily “We push 
each other until it’s good,” Rice said. Guzowski 
agreed. “We have a great camaraderie. If it tastes 
terrible, I’ll tell him,” he said. That collegial 
honesty is paying dividends. While their work 
reminds me of the kind of rustic meats you 
might find in tiny European butcher shops, it 
also has a level of refinement and balance that 
comes from their fine-dining experience. 

Of course, great charcuterie is still a rare thing 
around Chicago. As such, you may not be up 
on all the fancy meat-curing terms. As the first 
Chicago restaurant to devote itself almost en- 
tirely to serving cured and prepared meats, Tete 
offers a great opportunity to provide a primer 
on charcuterie. Even if you don’t know rillettes 
from pate, I’ve got you covered. 

Salumi 

From the Italian word for “salted meat,” salumi 
are fresh sausages, or seasoned animal parts 
such as a hindquarter or shoulder, that are 
hung to air dry and cure. You’re probably most 
familiar with salumi in the form of the pale 
pink Genovese-style salamis from American 
lunchmeat purveyors and that great Italian 
pizza staple, pepperoni. Salumi is notoriously 
finicky When a true craftsman nails a good one, 
the rind is usually covered in fuzzy white mold, 
but beneath that, you’ll find a magical ruddy 
interior filled with delicious fat, salt and flavor. 
Tete is working on curing its own salumi, but 
has to work through city approvals to sell them. 
Until they do, they are offering a wide selection 
of salumi cured by neighboring business West

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Loop Salumi. I tried the finocchiona ($12), 
which featured licorice-like fennel notes and 
bursts of red wine. There’s a handful of other 
salumi, including mortadella ($12) made with 
pistachio, coriander and white wine, and 
coppa made with pork shoulder, 
black pepper and bay leaf ($12). 

All of the a la carte selections 
of meat come with warm 
slices of crusty bread and 
grainy tangy mustard. A 
side of bread-and-butter 
pickles will cost you $5, 
which felt a little pricey 
when I was already paying 
$12 for the meat. 

Pate en croute 

Think spreadable meat paste, baked 
in a crust. You probably don’t think you need 
meat paste in your life, but trust me, you 
do. Pate en croute is the Daniel Day-Lewis 
of charcuterie; it’s a true manifestation of 
craft and attention to detail. To get pate en 
croute right, you have to bake the pastry 
without overcooking the meat inside. The 
crew at Tete achieves that balance, and does 
so with a holy trio of creamy foie gras, Duroc 
heritage breed pork and rich duck ($29). The 
heaviness of the meat, which is steeped with 
truffle jus and duck consomme, is foiled by 
clusters of fruity mission figs and a touch 
of vinegar. My only quibble here is that the 
pastry crust was a little heavy; the best pate 
en croute has a flaky almost puff pastry-like 
crust, and the one at Tete is more like a tough 
piece of bread. While the quality of meats 
was high and there was a hefty portion of foie 
gras in the slice, the $29 price still felt steep. 


Rillettes 

The practice of charcuterie was established 
to keep food around in the absence of re- 
frigeration. As such, most of the techniques 
mentioned here are what I like to refer to as 
“Little House on the Prairie” food. It 
was a bold pioneer who thought, 
“I’m gonna chop up raw meat, 
salt the hell out of it, cook it 
in fat, seal it in a crock un- 
derneath an inch of that fat 
and try it a few months later 
and hope I don’t die.” But 
someone did, and rillettes 
were born. Most rillettes 
these days are served in a flip- 
top glass jar with a layer of goopy 
fat topping that you have to dig 
through to get to the edible meat. Tete’s 
rillettes ($12) feature silky slivers of duck 
topped by a dice of sweet rhubarb, an assort- 
ment of tiny herbs and flowers and crispy 
duck skin cracklings (I’d eat a bag of these 
alone). While I liked the elegant presenta- 
tion, this was the one dish that was under- 
seasoned; though the garnish was bright and 
punchy, the duck just needed more salt. 

Sausage 

We’re talking ground meat and fat, usually 
encased in a skin that’s either synthetic or 
made from natural animal intestine. Tete of- 
fers four different sausages, including an all- 
beef Chicago-style hot dog. I tried the Phil- 
ippines dish ($15), which featured a longanisa, 
or Portuguese-influenced Filipino sausage 
similar to chorizo. The sausage was dense 
and garlicky and mixed together with toasted 
crispy shrimp fried rice, a slow-poached 
runny egg and candied red chili marmalade,

it tasted like the best fried rice ever. 

Fromagedetete 

This is the French phrase for headcheese, 
which is not cheese, but rather the jellied 
meat made from the head of a pig. Typically 
a whole hog’s head is boiled in a broth or 
stocked with spices; the result is packed in a 
pan, where the whole thing congeals into a 
loaf and is sliced like fruitcake. If you’re one 
of the two people still reading this and think- 
ing, “Hey where can I get me some of that?” 
then you’re in luck! Tete’s version ($16) isn’t 
the wobbly, Jell-O-like consistency that many 
headcheeses are. It’s pink cubes of luscious 
pork lightly held together by the natural 


gelatins of the pig, spiked with vinegar and a 
dusting of sweet nutmeg. 

Bottom line 

The charcuterie at Tete is first-rate, though 
at times a little pricey The service could use 
some work— my server did a disappearing act 
and wasn’t familiar with all the menu items — 
but the quality of the food is so good that 
if they can bring the service up to the same 
level, Tete will likely go on my short list as a 
place to return to often.

‘GoT* author responds 
to latest controversy

Lately every week seems to bring a new “Game 
of Thrones” controversy and true to form Sun- 
da/s episode, “Breaker of Chains,” included a 
plot twist that has ignited a firestorm of debate 
online. (Those not yet caught up on their DVRs 
are advised to tread carefully Here be spoilers.) 

In the scene in question, Cersei (Lena 
Headey) is grieving over the dead body of her 
son, King Joffrey when Jaime, her brother/ 
former lover/Joffrey’s father (played by Nikolaj 
Coster-Waldau), brutally forces himself on her. 
“You’re a hateful woman,” he says, as she re- 
peatedly begs him to stop. “Why have the gods 
made me love a hateful woman?” The scene 
stands out as perhaps the most shocking, ta- 
boo-breaking ever on a series that has already 
depicted a pregnant woman being stabbed to 
death in the stomach. 

Not surprisingly, it has sparked a furious 
backlash online, with many critics taking is- 
sue with showrunners D.B. Weiss and David 


Benioff for making fundamental changes to 
the event as it originally occurs in George R.R. 
Martin’s book “A Storm of Swords.” Though 
Martin is known for inflicting untold brutal- 
ity on his characters, in his version the sex 
between Jaime and Cersei, though incestuous 
and highly inappropriate given the context, ap- 
pears to be consensual. 

Benioff and D.B. Weiss’ decision to alter 
the books in this particular way has provoked 
anger from many critics, who have argued that 
the showrunners are simply using Cersei’s as- 
sault as “a shock tactic” and a cheap prop that 
contributes to rape culture. 

Martin responded to the brouhaha on his 
personal blog earlier this week. Though he 
did not specifically defend the changes made 
in the series, he points out that the original 
scene from “A Storm of Swords” was told only 
from Jaime’s point of view, perhaps making it 
less straightforward than some have suggested. 
“The reader is inside {Jaime’s} head, hearing his 


thoughts. On the TV show, the camera is nec- 
essarily external. You don’t know what anyone 
is thinking or feeling, just what they are saying 
and doing,” Martin wrote. 

Though most viewers saw little ambiguity in 
the scene from Sunday’s episode, some associ- 
ated closely with the show have equivocated 
over whether the scene depicted a rape at all. 

Director Alex Graves told both Vulture and 
HitFix that Jaime and Cersei’s encounter was 
“consensual by the end.” And when asked in an 
interview with The Daily Beast whether Jai- 


me’s actions constituted rape, Coster-Waldau 
said, ‘Aes, and no.” 

He also went to great lengths to explain his 
character’s mindset: “I think that, for some 
people, it’s just going to look like rape. The in- 
tention is that it’s not just that; it’s about two 
people who’ve had this connection for so many 
years, and much of it is physical, and much of it 
has had to be kept secret, and this is almost the 
last thing left now It’s him trying to force her 
back and make him whole again because of his 
stupid hand.”

Not that anyone should be proud to star 
in this excruciating romantic comedy, which 
incorporates the aforementioned foul bowel 
as part of a montage set to “Girls Just Want 
to Have Fun.” To be fair, these girls justifi- 
ably do want to have fun with their revenge. 
Carly (Cameron Diaz) has learned that her 
boyfriend, Mark (Coster-Waldau), is married 
to Kate (Leslie Mann), who discovers that 
her husband is also sleeping with, among 
countless others, 22-year-old boobs-on-legs 
Amber (Kate Upton). After they team up 
in a move that’s meant to represent unified 
female empowerment, they engage in tactics 
ripped straight from TV reruns. Putting hair 
remover into a shampoo bottle? I hope first- 
time writer Melissa K. Stack didn’t strain 
herself concocting that gem. 

Director Nick Cassavetes also made “The 
Notebook,” so maybe he’s testing how far he

can go before women turn on him. He runs 
“The Other Woman” as if the cast is re-enact- 
ing a movie they slept through and barely re- 
member. Diaz, an attorney in a firm where she 
does absolutely no work (Nicki Minaj is her 
secretary), clearly doesn’t buy this story, which 
half-heartedly leads Carly to Kate’s brother 
(Taylor Kinney of “Chicago Fire”). Meanwhile, 
Upton’s (“The Three Stooges”) performance 
may lead some to believe that wearing bikinis 
is her first language, not English. Wouldn’t it 
have been something for the (female!) writer 
to suggest Amber was more than her measure- 
ments, or take time to build Cady’s trust, or 
show how Mark’s cartoonishly sleazy methods 
have worked for so long? “How to Be a Player” 
was more convincing. And funnier. 

The movie’s one star comes from the one 
person who actually does her job. Mann 
couldn’t be phony if she tried, and “The 
Other Woman” labors to get all it can from 
the actress’ ability to be funny even as her 
character falls to pieces. Of course, the movie 
doesn’t really care about feelings, only the 
broad amateurism it takes to swing wildly 
from thinly realized heartbreak to awkward 
farce to weirdly violent comeuppance. Both 
genders should be offended, but most regret- 
ful of all should be Diaz, who next time will 
shred a script once she reads: “Then she gets 
hit in the face by a large dog’s balls.”

With narration by 
Jena Malone (“The 
Hunger Games: 
Catching Fire”), origi- 
nal music from Deer- 
hunter’s Bradford 
Cox and an executive 
producer credit for 
Jason Schwartzman, “Teenage” seemingly has 
the youth-oriented savvy that’s mandatory for 
a documentary about the teenage experience. 

Actually this forehead-smacker appears to 
exist primarily as a way for lazy social studies 
teachers to press play and take two days off. 
Co-written by Jon Savage as an adaptation 
of his book “Teenage: The Creation of Youth 
Culture 1875-1945,” the film instead begins 
in 1904 and spends 75 grueling minutes on 
hollow accounts of random teens throughout 
the next 40 -ish years. The concept of the 
teenager is depicted as “a wartime invention,” 
and the film jumps from one brief anecdote 
to the next (swing jamborees! Hitler youth!) 
with minimal interest in its characters’ past 
or future. 

But that’s the epitome of being a teenager, 
some might say— focusing on the now. In 
that case, “Teenage” shouldn’t imply a con- 
scious trajectory of change from generation 
to generation. It also shouldn’t, during an 
extremely limited segment on the black ex-

perience in America, highlight one African- 
American teen’s upbeat note about black mu- 
sic going where its people can’t— as if there’s 
nothing upsetting about that situation. The 
movie also seems to think teenagers only ex- 
ist in the U.S., England and Germany 

The one useful takeaway is the way the 
emotional and physical developments of the 
teenage years are universal, even as their roles 
change from post-industrial Revolution la- 
borers to a commodity to be controlled, from 
military servicemen and women to consumer 
tastemakers. Yet in addition to the omission 
of bullying and romance, it’s outrageous to 
call a movie “Teenage” and almost completely 
ignore what that term has meant in the past 
60 years. That means developing political 
roles, increases in violent activity and the 
massive changes ushered in by the Internet 
and social media. Among others. 

The doc has less insight and perspec- 
tive than an average episode of “Boy Meets 
World,” and a stereotypical response to 
“Teenage” from today’s attention span- 
deprived youth would be, “Ugh, whatever.” 
They’d be right.
